All hope of recovering Scott 
before ht* died had been lost 
by then and grappling hooks 
were u.sed to bring up the limp 
body. 

Scott, an employe at the Sunny 
Hills ranch for the past two years, 
leaves a young wife. Velma, and a 
nine-month-old child residing at 
the Snell apartments in Placen¬ 
tia. He also is survived by his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Ben F. Scott 
of Placentia, seven brothers and 
four sisters. 

Investigating officers ex¬ 
pressed the opinion that Scott 
died of suffocation and not as 
a result of the fall. They did 
not believe gas had accumu¬ 
lated in the well casing, but in 
dicated it probably wa.s a “dead 
space” and did not provide suf¬ 
ficient oxygen for breathing. 
Coroner Earl Abbey said totlay 
an inquest is pending in McAulay 
and Suters funeral parlor at Ful¬ 
lerton. 

Employes at the ranch, officials 
reported, had gone to the bottom 
of the well a year ago with no un- 
tow’ard consequences, and some in¬ 
vestigators believed a neutral gas 
may have collected to replace air 
in the hole .since then. The well 
casing is 23 inches in diameter for 
the first 82 feet, then it reportedly 
tapers down to a 9 U-inch shaft.

Plans to introduce a county¬ 
wide law for control of sales of 
fireworks were formulated at a 
meeting of the Orange County 
Fire Chiefs’ a.ssociation last night 
in Buena Park. 

Frank Crocker, Newport Beach 
fire chief, will appear before the 
County League of Municipalities at 
its next meeting to ask coopera¬ 
tion in a uniform law over the 
county, banning so-called ‘’flash’’ 
crackers, which the fire chiefs said 
are extremely dangerous, especial¬ 
ly to children. 

Fireworks salesmen say a stan¬ 
dard fireworks law is acceptable 
to them, so long as it is not pro¬ 
hibitory, Crocker said, in explain¬ 
ing the move to protect children 
from bums and lost fingers due 
to the extremely explosive type 
of crackers. 

Similar standard ordinances are 
being prepared for Los Angeles 
and San Diego counties, it was re¬ 
ported. 

Chief Roy Davis of Fullerton, 
president of the fire fighters, led 
in a discussion of problems en¬ 
countered in emergency first aid 
work and oxygen treatment. In¬ 
surance underwriting methods and 
fire losses were other topics of dis¬ 
cussion. Chief J. K. Sargent of 
Huntington Beach is vice presi¬ 
dent and Percy Owens of Buena 
Park is secretary of the organiza¬ 
tion.

Walker said today he hoped for 
an early trial date on the present 
case to test validity of the suits. 
Defivndants whose answer was 
on file today are Jack* Perry and 
Dewey Callaham and Nellie C. 
Meinteer, sons and daughter of 
( harles I. and Katie ( ailaham, 
who assertedly had lieen paid 
.$350 in pension funds by the 
county. 

Their first duty, the answer 
said, is to their respective fami¬ 
lies. They added they were will¬ 
ing to help support their parents 
if they were able to. but denied 
they had enough funds to care for 
their parents after their immedi¬ 
ate families were supported. 

'lack Callaham denied he 
owned property worth $15,000, 
as alleged In the complaint, and 
! said his holdings were w’orth 
less than .$5000. Dewey Calla¬ 
ham denied he owned $5000 
worth of property, as alleged, 
and said he has four children 
to support. 

The others also entered general 
denials of allegations in the com¬ 
plaint. The original action 
jchargerl .Jack Callaham ow’ned 
!.$1.5.000 worth of property and 
iniade .$250 a month as a flooring 
I contraetor: that Perry Callaham 
I wa.s jiaid $1.50 a month a.s flooring 
I company; that Dewey Callaham 
iowneil $r5000 worth of property 
land made $200 a month in floor- 
j ing work; and that Mrs. Meinteor 
j made S$0 a month as a book-

said the relief appiopriations .sub¬ 
committee would complete hear¬ 
ings on the S2."i0,n00.000 mea.sure 
early today, and that it could be 
reported to the .senate tomorrow. 
This would preclude .senate con¬ 
sideration until -Monday, lending 
weight to talk of a week-end re¬ 
cess today. 

Frazier .said drouth conditions in 
the plains states had made relief 
demands there acute. He said he 
under.stood there was ".strong sup¬ 
port" for a move to increase the 
emergency appropriation. 

Some opposition ha.s licveloped 
to the emergency appropriation, 
Adams .said, but he predicted that 
there would be little change in the 
bill as it pa.sscd the house.

G. Elmore, foreman of the county 
road district No. 4. at the sugges¬ 
tion of Ed E. Wallace, highway 
engineei', both of whom led a 
rtconnaisance party through the 
Chuckwalla range. 

LOWER PAS.S EXISTS 

Wallace, from a study of maps 
supplied by the Los Angeles Metro¬ 
politan water district, concluded a 
lower pass existed. In a more open 
terrain and that the route would 
not Ire materially lengthened by 
its use. 

Elmore later made several trips 
to this area anfi reported the pass 
recommended by Wallace saved 
400 feet in elevation and would be 
in a more open country; instead of i 
the narrow gorges of other passes 
at Chuckwalla Wells and Chuck¬ 
walla Springs.

What kind of fertilizers to use 
in citrus and avocado groves this 
time of year is explained in a new 
bulletin available at the office of 
Harold E. W'ahlberg, Orange coun¬ 
ty farm advisor. 

Wahlberg says the information 
in the pamphlet is based on testa 
and experiments conducted by Or¬ 
ange county and the experiment 
station over a period of .30 years. 

"Some of the mineral .sources 
of nitrogen continue to be the 
best buy in nitrogen," Wahlberg 
says. 


The bulletin shows comparisons 
of nitrogen values based on grower 
association quotations for Janu¬ 
ary. The values presented in the 
following table Indicate the cur¬ 
rent cost in cents per pound of 
nitrogen for the materials named: 
sulphate of ammonia 8.7c, Cal 
nitro 9c. calcium nitrate 10.9c, ni¬ 
trate of soda 10.9c, liquid am¬ 
monia 11.2c, ammonium phosphate 
14.4c, dried blood 18.7c, fish meal 
20.9c, tankage 21.3c, cottonseed 
meal 23.6c, 10-10-5 23.7c, nitro- 
ganic 24.6c and cocoanut meal 
25c.

While California can be proud 
of her highway system, McCoy 
said, nevertheless the concensus 
of opinion of these men shows the 
state "does not lead the proces¬ 
sion in modernization of highway 
facilities and mvich is to be 
learned from the progressive 
achievements in other states.” 
GENERAL CONCLUSION 

McCoy said the general con¬ 
clusion of the group was New 
York 1ms been more thoroughly 
educated in the problems of trans¬ 
portation near a large metropolis 
than the states of the midwest 
and west. He pointed out the 
problems of highway transporta¬ 
tion and vehicular movement are 
very similar in New York. Chi¬ 
cago. Los Angeles and San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

"New York, by its construction 
of bridges, tunnels, elevated road¬ 
ways and parkways,” he said, "Is 
certainly far ahead of any other 
city or state visited on the trip, 
in solving highway tran.sportation 
problems. 

On the entire trip the group re¬ 
ported the ydid not see anything 
that would approach the asphaltic 
constniction of the west or any 
concrete roads which were built 
to better standards than those 
now being laid in California. 
LEAF FR0:H book 

"However, it would seem the 
people of California can take a 
leaf fiom the book of experience 
of New York, New Jersey and 
Mas.sachusetts. 

"They should give more consid¬ 
eration to the congested areas of 
the state, solving the problems by 
the construction of through boule¬ 
vards with service roads in each 
side or agreements preventing 
abutting property from any con¬ 
tact with such speedways except 
at stipulated intersectional points 
where the clover leaf type of con¬ 
struction and accelerating en¬ 
trance lanes would be placed.”

CUT IN TRAFFIC TOLL SOUGHT

PITTSBURGH. The world’s 
Iarge.st bearlngp, designed to carry 
the million-pound load of the 
giant telescope atop Mt. Palomar, 
Calif., Is being completed in the 
East Pittsburgh plant of the West- 
inghouae Electric and Manufac¬ 
turing company. 

Astronomers hope to peer 1,000,- 
000,000 light years into space 
when the instrument is finally set 
up for the California Institute of 
Technology, probably in 1940. 

The great bearing weighs 317.000 
pounds, but so precise are calcu¬ 
lations that final machining of its 
surface will bring it within five- 
thousands of an inch of specifi¬ 
cations. 


Orange county's traffic fatality 
picture is as spotty as business rec¬ 
ord before, during and after the 
depression. 

In 1937 the county had 77 traf¬ 
fic deaths.

Orange was one of the 32 out of 
the state's 58 counties which man¬ 
aged to reduce the number of its 
traffic fatalities during 1937, Di¬ 
rector Ray Ingels of the state de¬ 
partment of motor vehicles said 
today. 

In Santa Ana and the county at 
large the Elks club, American Le¬ 
gion and many other civic groups 
were joining thLs week with state 
officials and local law enforcement 
bodies in a concerted drive to cut 
the toli down. 

In the state as a whole 3149 per¬ 
sons died in traffic. Mono county 
was iowest, with only one death; 
Los Angeles was highest, with 
1001.

On Third street, between Artesia 
an'i Ross streets, for example 
there are seven ditferent types of 
soils. Through e.xperimentation the 
park department has finally found 
a tree that will grow anywhere in 
that particular neighborhood. That 
three i.s the carob.

Griggs believes the most popu¬ 
lar plants in Santa Ana include 
the eoeos palm, the carob. the 
European sycamore. Carolina 
cherry, flowering eucalyptus and 
Virginia oaks. 

The city hius displaced 75 trees 
from parkings this year. During 
19.';4 five hundred were taken out, 
the larger percentage being dis- 
ca.sed. 

"We are declaring o[X‘n season 
on the removal of fruit trees from 
parkings,” Griggs related, “owing 
to their im|)raclicability." i

Home builders are urged by 
Griggs to note three locations in i 
the parkings to their lots before I 
laying foundations. 

I..aler removal of a beautiful 
tree for a driveway can usually 
be eliminated by consciously plac¬ 
ing the building in the proper lo¬ 
cation, he .says. 

In .some communities, including 
Beverly Hills, property owners are 
not pormltted to cut down healthy' 
trees for driveways. 

Santa Ana places no restrictions 
on tree planting or removal be¬ 
tween the public sidewalks and 
residences. i

EL CENTRO, (,5b—Anza State 
park, combining close to a million 
acres of highly scenic desert, foot¬ 
hill land and mountains, soon will 
be a reality. 

The California State Park com¬ 
mission last week voted unani¬ 
mously to acquire from the gov¬ 
ernment unoccupied lands in west¬ 
ern Imperial county and eastern 
San Diego county. The lands be¬ 
gin approximately 25 miles west 
of this city and Painted Canyon, 
in the Coyote mountains and ex¬ 
tending west of Mt. Laguna and 
to Cupamaca lake. 

Following correspondence with 
valley officials in 1928, Frederick 
Law Olmsted, internationally 
known park authority, who was 
commissioned by the state to plan 
it's park system network, recom¬ 
mended the inclusion in the Cali¬ 
fornia park plan of the Valleclto 
and Carrlzo valleys and the Car- 
rizo or Coyote, Fish creek and 
Pinion mountains, and the terrain 
adjacent and surrounding. 

The northern boundary of the 
enlarged desert park will be the 
Riverside county line, north of 
Borego valley, which is included. 
The eastern boundary will be the 
east line of Coyote mountain, but 
further north, in the vicinity of 
Kane springs, the park boundary 
widens and extends to the shore 
of Salton Sea at Sandy Beach, 

The south boundary of the 
Greater Anza unit of the park 
system will run along in close 
proximity to highway No. 80, from 
Coyote Wells to Jacumba. The 
western line comes close to Mc¬ 
Cain valley, Mt. Laguna recrea¬ 
tional area, and Cuyamaca State 
park, the latter already in the sys¬ 
tem. 

Establishment of this, the larg¬ 
est of California's parks, is ex¬ 
pected by chamber of commerce 
officials and hotel men and is ex¬ 
pected to draw many thousands 
of additional visitors to the desert 
area annually. 

The Imperial valley entrances 
to the park will be west of Kane 
springs, west of Westmoreland, 
west of Brawley, west of Imperial, 
and through the southeast or El 
Centro gateway at or near Coyote 
Wells, or Ocotillo, on highway 
U. S. No. 80. 

The new park area Is traversed 
by the Imperial highway, which 
follows generally the route of the 
old Butterfield stage line and the 
Emigrant Trail of the gold-rush 
days. Included in the park area 
are such scenic spots on the desert 
as Carrizo gorge, Canebrake can¬ 
yon, the old Butterfield stage sta¬ 
tion, Earthquake valley, Agua 
Caliente Springs, Mountain Palm 
springs. Painted gorge, In-Ko-pah 
gorge, Sweeney pass, which gives 
an incomparable panorama of 
multi-colored desert mountains, 
the Puerta of San Felipe, famous 
narrow canyon which was the 
scene of many stage coach hold¬ 
ups, and many other scenic and 
historic spots. The new Cuya¬ 
maca to Mt. Laguna highway is 
also within the new park.

Bad as we like to 
think politicians are, I could blow a blast in favor of my 
government that would wake up even the Belgians.” 

There’s the hint of a lesson in the conversation for 
Americans. We, too, use our freedom chiefly to complain. 
The Belgian conductor’s words make us wonder what 
would happen if we in America should all “blow the horn.”

How to Speed the Airmail

in the hours in which the letter is in a mail box, or in 
the postoffice, or in transit on the ground. 

This is particularly true in short distances, because 
in those cases the hours the mail is on the ground is an 
increasingly larger factor. 

If the postoffice will find some way of speeding air¬ 
mail during the time it is not in the air, it can cut many 
hours off the delivery time.

their cameras before departure. 

.So when Secretary Swan.son 
raised the question of putting 
new.siiapermen on buttleship.s, the 
Presirlent promptly rided it out. 
Then looking toward the Acting 
.Secretary of War, he winked, 
which was tran.slated as meaning: 
"That goes for your army bomb¬ 
ers, too."

I Tellurium is a non-mctallic ( hem-I 
icai element, one of the 92 jiri- , 
mark substances forming earth, 1 
sun and other planets. t 

It’s a cousin of sulphur and often 
is found in small quantities in gold 
and .silver. It is used for coloring 
glass and porcelain and for some 
electrical apparatus. 

But J. W. Marden, N. C. Heese 
and George Mei.ster have developed I 
an electric light by placing a little | 
tellurium in a bulb where it will j 
vaporize when the current is 
turned on. Tellurium melt.s at 
about 1200 degrees Fahrenheit, .so 
that it is ea.sy to f)roduee the! 
vapor. ! 

Through this vapor an eiectrie 
current will flow just as through | 
a filament making the vapor glow 
brilliantly. 

The peculiarity i.s tliat. tellurium 
vapor changes from blue-white to 
yellow to bright gold as the heat 
rises with an inrrea.se of electric 
current.
